ETHANE—commonly called 
M marsh gas—was responsible 
for the explosion in the Reil- 
ly mine Monday, which killed 76 
miners. This conclusion was 
reached by Seward Button, chief 
of the State Bureau of Mines, 
who completed the first phase of 
an investigation to fix responsi- 
last night. 
“Methane is generated by veg- 
etable matter in the coal,” he 
said. “The actual explosion was 
comparatively slight. Most of the 
lives were claimed by the after- 
damp (an irrespirable gas re- 
maining in mines after the ex- 
Plosion of fire damp).”

Letter Offering $5000 a Year 
for Three Years Read at Cam- 
paign Luncheon at Planters. 


The Ku Klux Kian has subscribed 
$15,000, payable $5000 a year for 
toward the fund being 
raised here for the Boy Scouts of 
America, it was announced at today’s 
luncheon of workers in the Scouts’ 
campaign, at the Planters Hotel. 

The announcement of the sub- 
scription was made by Dr. C. M, 
Westerman, a member of one of the 


scliciting teams, who said it came to| 


him from a person whom he,could 
not name. The announcement was 
vi: orously applauded by the workers 
in the campaign. 

A letter, read-by Dr. Westerman, 
snid that the Ku Klux Klan would 
pay $5000 a year for three years to 
the fund now being raised, and that 
it would increase this to equal any 
higher subscription that any 
organization might make, up to $15,- 
600 a vear, or $45,000 for the three- 
year period. 

The Ku Klux Klan being a seeret 
organization, which does not make 
its roster of officials or members 
known, the payment of the subscrip- 


tion appears to be dependent on the; 


centinuance ahd prosperity of the or- 
der here. 

The letter announcing the _ sub- 
scription said that the klan wished 
the privilege of sharing in the con- 
tributions toward the training of ft-| 
ture Americans and spoke of «the 
Scouts’ work as one necessary for the 
protection of American womanhood.

Had Aroused No Suspicion.

Just how 
riuch of this money failed to reach 
its proper destination is not known.
